What then 
is necessary to guard and preserve 
these most essential sentina'.s—the 
teeth ? 

The first and fundamental Chinj tc 
do to keep them in good health it tc 
nourish them propeily. Some regard 
teeth as inert, lifeless material. But 
this is not so. They arc fully rlive; 
they have feeling; and the readily re 
spond to proper feeding and care 
Tiny blood vessels, penetrating to all 
parts of the tooth, carry the food that 
is so essential for growih and stren 
gth Deprived of these foods, the tooth 
becomes weak, and is easily overcome 
by the myriads of enemies bacteria 
— swarming around it. This th n. ii 
the first thing to be done towards pre 
serving the teeth: you must supply 
them with the necessary food for dev 
clopment. Since teeth arc composed 
mainly of calcium and phosphorous, 
these minerals should be abund maty 
present in the diet. Milk is perhaps 
the best sourc of lime; cereals and

Ottawa, Ont. May 6 (Special to the 
Recorder)—The total British and For¬ 
eign capitol invested in Canada on 
January 1st, 1929 was $5,904,169,000 
according to an estimate made pub¬ 
lic by the Dominion Bureau of Statist 
Ics. Canadians had invested abroad 
$1,745,815,977 on that date. 

The report states: It is estimated 
that the total British and foreign in¬ 
vestment of capitol in Canada on Jan 
uary 1st, 1929 as $5,904,169,000. Of 
this sum $2,197,682,000 as Britiseh. 
$3,470,087,000 as from the United 
States and $236,400,000 was from 
other countries. 

Total indebtedness to outside count 
rlas increased by approximately $150- 
000,000 in 1928. Our indebtedness to 
United States increased by $166,000,- 
000 while to Great Britain was reduc 
•d by $17,000,000. New Canadian is¬ 
sues in which outside countries par¬ 
ticipated including stock rights, am¬ 
ounted to about $720,000,000. Of this 
sum Canadian themselves took $414- 
000.000 United States $241,000,000 
Great Britain $62,000,000 and other 
countries $3,000,000. In addition out¬ 
side countries purchased old Canadian 
securities on the stock exchange or 
made direct investments in Canada 
amounting to $10,000,000 of which the 
United States took $81,000,000 Gieat 
Britain $17,000,000 and other count¬ 
ries $2,000,000. 

During the last two years there has 
been a continuation of the movement 
of outside capitol into the new ven¬ 
tures of the Dominion. Such invest- 
mentsaffected a wide range of inter¬ 
ests. including chain stores, banks, 
investments and finance houses, tour- 
ij-t resorts, hotels recreations camps, 
public utilities, assurance companies 
and various industries. Among the 
latter were raining, oils, pulp and 
paper, breweries, aircraft, textiles, 
motor cars and various metal indust-

Speaking on Canada's stake in 
the Pacific before the Montreal 
Canadian Club recenUy. Hon. New¬ 
ton W. Rowell, vice-chairman of 
the Canadian Institute of Interna¬ 
tional Affairs, took occasion to 
compliment Canadian Pacific 
Steamships on their work on that 
ocean. He said: “There are many 
lines of steamers plying from 
North America to the Orient and 
one of the beat ia still the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific Steamships; there ia 
uo other freight and passenger 
service on the Pacific that to-day 
is equal to that of tho Canadian 
Pacific Company. Wo owo a great 
deal to that Institution in develop¬ 
ing trade." 

Visiting sportsman coming to 
New Brunswick for hunting and 
fishing have almost doubled in tho 
past five years, according to fig¬ 
ures given out by Hon. O. H. 
Prince, Deputy Mlnieter of Lands 
and Mines of the province. 

Additional air mail service was 
inaugurated between Winnipeg.

A MANACE TO HEALTH 


Our old enemy the House Fly will 
soon be with us again. He never fails 
to come around when the warm weath 

arrives. To annoy people and to 
cause trouble seems to be his special 
aim in life. From the baby’s face to 
father’s bald head, to the milk pitcher 
and to the food are some of his jour¬ 
neys well known to all of us. Yet in 
spite of this, and possibly because lie 
Is seen too often, it is doubtful if 
many of us ever fully realize the dan¬ 
ger and filthy ways of this common 
pest. 

The house fly lays her eggs (120 at 
one time) in any heap of garbage or 
filth. With a very short incubation (2 
weeks) period it can be seen how rap¬ 
idly flies will multiply unless they arc 
controlled. Naturally the best way to 
control the fly is to destroy the eggs 
or maggots before their wings are dev 
eloped and they can move about rap¬ 
idly. 

.Why is it necessary to destroy flies 
and keep them from hatching? All 
flies can cany disease germs; they 
are all filthy in the extreme. The legs 
of flies are provided with a great 
many short hairs(100) or bristles and 
as the fly walks over filth containing 
disease germs, some of these are col¬ 
lected and held by the hairs. When 
the fly .goes again to take a drink 
from the milk or touches food, some 
of the germs .will be left behind in 
the milk or on the food. When these 
are swallowed later with the food by 
the baby or anyone else, they may 
cause such diseases as typhoid, diar¬ 
rhoea, dysentery, or other illness. 

Experiments with the house fly 
prove that it can be best controlled by 
sprinkling the infested parts of the 
garbage with 3 p.c. rolutlon of Lym 
an’s Disinfectant. One gallon of dis¬ 
infectant makes 233 gallons of the 
solution and costs about 60c. per year 
per horse. The solution should be ap¬ 
plied about every second day or suffic 
iently often to ensure that all maggots 
are destroyed. 

For the few that will escape this 
treatment, a cone trap should be em¬ 
ployed. Placed in a sunny place, with 
taaty bait such as molasses and water 
It will account for most of those 
left.
